In 1936 the So- 
viet Government assigned more 
than a billion roubles for in- 
creased salaries for teachers. 

The teacher has a high status 
in the USSR, valued by the com- 
munity as a citizen who is doing 
work of the first magnitude. 

Nowhere is the sharp contrast 
between educational conditions 
THEN and NOW more sharply re- 
vealed than in the 
publics of the USSR. Almost a 
million children and students 
study in the 7,630 schools of Ka- 
gakhstan, formerly one of the 
most neglected and darkest cor- 
ners of Tsarist Russia. Besides 
a large number of new schools, 20 


universities have been built. The 


same story, with minor variations, 
can be told of the Kirghiz Re- 
public . a land where the mas 
of the people were illiterate, with 
only a handful of schools at- 
tended exclusively by the children 
of the Kirghiz princes and 
mullahs. .

When at the end of July, 1936, 
Nanetti set out from Barcelona to 
the Aragon front, he was a rank- 
and-file fighter in the militia: 
when he died on July 19, 1937, 
from severe wounds received, he 
was commander of the Second 
Division of the Basque People's 
Army. 

Only now in our epoch do the 
people promote from their ranks 
such heroes who, inspired with 
the great ideal of liberating man- 
kind from fascist barbarism, pass 
from the bench and the plow to 
the command of thousands of 
armed men in one of the most 
complicated and difficult wars. 


BEGAN EARLY 


Nino Nanetti Was a worthy son 
of the Italian people. While still 


an apprenticed metal worker he 


joined the Socialist Youth League 
in 1923 in his native town of 
Bologna, and took part in the 
fight against fascism. At that 
time this struggle took on the 
nature of real civil war. 

In the year 1926 he was elected 
by the working youth of his town 
as a member of the delegation of 
young Ita*an anti-fascists who 
visited the Soviet Union. His 
journey to che land of socialism 
created an indelible impression 
upon him and taught him a great 
-deal. On returning to Italy, after 
the publication of the fascist 
emergency decrees of 1926, he 
joined, the Young Communist 
League and fought with all his 


might for the fusion of the Young * 


Socialist organizations and the 
Y.C.L. 

Hunted by the police of Bo- 
logna, Nanetti left the town and 
in 1928 secured a job in a factory

“With my courageous lads—all 
Spaniards—we took part in the 
fighting on the outskirts of 
Madrid, in offensive and defen- 
sive operation.

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Tory -Nazi Intrigue 
Behind Spain “Truce” Talk 


„ It never fails. Whenever the Spanish 


Fascist stooge of Hitler and Mussolini gets 
into a tight spot the British Tories throw 
him a life line. This time it’s diplgmatic 
rumor and intrigue about a “truce” in Spain. 

The evil-smelling non-intervention com- 
mittee is laid on ice. The Tories reach back 
to the mummy of Spanish history, the 1876 
“constitution” and talk of restoring the de- 
generate Bourbon monarchy on the throne. 
Of course, the monarchical trappings which 
the Spanish people swept out of their coun- 
try in 1931 are transparent drapery for 
Franco's dictatorship and for continued Ital- 
ian and German Fascist intervention against 
Spanish liberty and world peace. 

Why, just at this moment, are the rumor 
mills so busy grinding out stories about a 
Spanish truce? 

We must turn our attention to London 
and Berlin to get at the basic substance. 
Chamberlain sent Lord Halifax to Hitler and 
one of the Tory promises made to the Nazis 
was recognition of General Franco’s dictator- 
ship in Spain as part of a general Tory-Fas- 
cist understanding. : 

But how can Franco’s rule be guaranteed 
if his armies are not only stopped cold in 
their vaunted offensive but are pushed back 
on some of the main fronts? So long as the 
People’s Army with its 600,000 well-trained 
fighters and thousands more daily joining 
the ranks ready to take the initiative 
to wipe Fascism off the map of Spain can 
Franco be decreed Spain's dictator by a ukase 
from London? 

A treacherous truce is necessary as the 
first step. And so the London Tories begin 
their intrigue by clogging the world cables 
with rumors of an impending truce. 

The answer from Spain is as firm as it 
is loud and unmistakable. 

“There will be no letdown among the 
Communists, Anarchists, Socialists, Re- 
publicans and the people without party af- 
filiation until the invaders and the national 
traitors are decisively defeated.” 

Thus speaks Frente Rojo, Communist or- 
gan in Valencia. And thus responds the 
overwhelming majority of the people in 
Democratic Spain to the rumors and intrigue 
of the Nazi-encouraging London Tories. 

There is always the danger of defection. 
It stems largely from the disreputable, dis- 
credited and discarded Trotzkyist gang, now 
given aid and comfort by Largo Caballero 


and other elements hostile to a People's 


Front victory. Disgruntled and repudiated, 
Caballero is lending assistance to the “truce” 
rumar campaign. 

Me co, his Italian and German Fascist 
allies, and now his exposed Tory co- 
intriguers, will get their final answer at the 
battlefront, in the vigorous onslaught of the 
strengthened and powerful People’s Army 
which is determined and destined to sweep 
onward to a complete anti-Fascist victory. 
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The Aim Is Good. But 


The Method Needs Change 


The farm bills introduced in both Senate 
and House are of paramount concern not only 
to the nation’s farmers, but to the consumers 
as well. 

Both bills embody the principle of govern- 

ment regulation of agriculture through what 
has come to be known as the “ever-normal 
granary” plan. It is this principle of direct 
government responsi’ ‘lity for the welfare of 
the farmers that is ng attacked by Sen- 
ator McNary, Republica. leader, Senator 
- Vandenberg and other Tory stalwarts. 

The ever-normal granary, as conceived by 
Secretary Wallace, lias a twofold aim: to as- 
sure fair and stable prices to the farmers, 
and to act as crop insu’ ce by storing sur- 

y against years when 
drought or other natural causes result in 
poor yield. 

This twofold aim deserves the heartiest 
support. 
However, the manner in which it is pro- 
— to carry out this aim is something else 
again.

crop curtailment principle of the old A. A. A. 
and the present Soil Conservation Act. 

There are at least two things wrong with 
the whole crop curtailment principle.. First, 
the placing of a premium on the farmer's 
ability to limit his production results in the 
benefit payments going chiefly to the wealthy 
farmers and a section of the middle fgrmers. 
The poor and tenant farmers, who need help 
most, benefit little or not at all, while in some 
cases, notably among the sharecroppers, the 
program results in positive hardship by driv- 
ing them off the land. 

Secondly, in a land where 40,000,000 per- 
sons are ill-nourished and ill-clad, why should 
the soil be forbidden to produce as much 
wheat, corn, cotton, tobacco and rice as it 
possibly can? 

The rank and file of the farmers are strong- 
ly opposed to crop curtailment. The real solu- 
tion of the problem of establishing cost of 
production prices for the farmers through 
the ever-normal granary and at the same 
time eliminating crop curtailment was in- 
dicated by the Minnesota state-wide farm 
conference, held Oct. 4. 

The conference went on record in fa- 
vor of the ever-normal granary, but also 
called on the Federal government to take 
over all so-called surpluses beyond what is 
needed to protect the national food supply 
and distribute them to the needy. 

Such a program can be financed, not 
through any “tariff-equalizing tax,” which 
is Secretary Wallace’s sweet-smelling name 
for the processing tax, but by increased 
taxation on the big corporations, particu- 
larly the Food Trusts, elevator companies 
and other profiteering middlemen. 

Furthermore, a program that seeks to 
regulate prices for the farmers should also 
regulate them for the consumers. It is well 
known that the Food Trusts use every in- 
crease to the farmers as a pretext for jack- 
ing up costs to the consumers—and generally 
the boost to the consumers is higher than 
the increase to the farmers. 

The Federal government has a duty 
to the people to prevent this outrageous 
racketeering in food prices. , The investiga- 
tion of monopolistic practices which Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has asked the Federal Trade 
Commission to make ought to result in 
legislation to curb the profiteers. 

Both the Senate and House farm bills 
ought to be amended to eliminate crop cur- 
tailment and assure cost of production prices 
along the lines proposed by the Minnesota 
conference. 
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Act to Save 
Wage - Hour Bill 


» The Wages and Hours Bill has been 
locked in the Rules Committee which refuses 
to permit the members of the House even to 
debate it though it has been favorably re- 
ported by the Labor Committee. 

The bill can be blasted out of the Rules 
Committee, but the American people will have 
to supply the dynamite. The signatures of 
218 Congressmen are required to bring the 
bill out on the floor. A total of 180 have al- 
ready signed. The remaining 38 signatures 
must be secured within the next few days 
if the bill is to be acted on at the special 
session of Congress. 

The bill has many serious defects, but, as 
John L. Lewis pointed out in a letter to the 
House Labor Committee, “the principle un- 
derlying this legislation is undeniably sound.“ 
And the only way to remedy the defects is 
to get the bill out on the floor where it can 
be debated. 52

American trade pact held out possibilities for collab- 
oration for peace. It was already being demanded by 
the Dominions and a growing public opinion in Britain. 
The Tories saw a chance of countering its progressive 
features and of making the best and most reac- 
tionary use of it in their dealings with the Nazis. 

As the Tory-Nazi intrigue matures we shall find 
that isolationists like Vandenberg and Hearst will be- 
come the most avid “internationalists” when it comes 
to helping world reaction and Fascism.

Most oil-field workers don't believe in a union, all they 
do is fight against one another, instead of helping each 
other. 


The companies and contractors do not pay the same 
wages. Some pay every two weeks, some once a month, 
and others, whenever they get ready. We have to go 
from five to forty miles to work, meaning we have to 
furnish our own transportation. And a lot of jobs 
don't have a dry place for the men to stay when it 
rains. 

We need men in office to help us; to pass laws that 
are favorable to labor. We need men ia office that are 
familiar with the problems of the working man. And 


we won't get what we want until we do this. 


Along with this, it is necessary that the oil workers 
organize. These conditions will always exist until there 
is united action against them. I am hoping that in 


the future the workers here will organize to change 


their conditions, and help put in office those people 
who will help labor in general.
